THRILLING RESCUE AT SEA 


CAPTAIN THROWS CHILDREN AND 
WIFE TO SAFETY, 


Man Standing on Deck of Sinking 
Which Is Unable to Come Nearer 
Waist na Heu ves 


ner Overboard That * May Be 
Saved, 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 9.—[{Special.]— 
Standing on the deck of a sinking barge in a 
wild gale, Capt. Lewis Whalen, seeing no 
chance for rescuers to come nearer, picked up 
his two children, one after another, and 
hurled them on board the tug that was trying | 
to reach them. Then, seizing a line that 
had been thrown him, he tied it around his 
wife’s waist and threw her overboard, fol- 
lowing her to safety. 

The tug Charles McWilliams, Capt. A. N. 
Van Ettan, with the barges Dixie and Lady 
Jane, loaded with coal and bound to New 
London, was making for the shelter of Duck 


day afternoon in a terrific gale. The haw- 
sers broke and the barges went adrift. 

On the Dixie were Capt, John Snow and 
wife of this city and on the Lady Jane were 
Capt. Lewis Whalen, his wife, and two small 
children of Fersey City. The barges were 
tossed about like chips. 


KHurls Children to Safety. 
Capt. Van Ettan turned about and started 
the work of rescuing those aboard the coal 
barges. It was a perilous undertaking, for 
it was dangerous for the towboat to come 
too close to them. Those on the Lady Jane 
were taken off first. 

The McWilliams came to within fifteen feet 
of the Lady Jane, and when all was ready 
Capt. Whalen took up his youngest child and, 
swinging it a few times to gain force, threw’ 
it over to the crew of the tugboat, who caught 
the child in their arms. The second child | 
went through the samé ceremony. 

All this time the waves were breaking o over 
the barge and tug and bade were rolling in 
the trough of the sea. 


Throws Wife Into Sea. 


rescue of Mrs. Whalen was difficult. 
It was feared that.if she attempted to jump 
from the barge she would fall overboard, . 
so Capt. Van Ettan decided the best method 
would be to fasten a hawser about her waist 
and throw her overboard. The men on the 
tugboat cast off a stout hawser, and one 
end was wound about the waist of Mrs. 
Whalen and made fast. The tugboat crew 
made the other end fast to the bits, and, 
taking in the slack, stood ready to pull the 
hawser. 

Mrs. Whalen, dressed only in light clothes, 
‘stood on the rail of the coal barge and her 
husband hurled her as far as he could to- 
ward the tug. All hands on the McWilliams 
pulled on the hawser, and out of the icy 
water was drawn the plucky wife of the 
Lady Jane's skipper. She was unconscious, 
but soon revived. Capt. Whalen, with a 
jump, landed in the arms of the men of 
the McWilliams. Capt. Snow’S wire was 
hauled aboard the tug like Mrs. Whalen. 
Capt. Snow jumped to the deck of the Mc- 
Williams. 

Two minutes after the six had been saved 
the Lady Jane went down, carrying the 
Dixie with it.

JAPAN REJECTS BARRETT AS 


Former Envoy 0 Siam Not Satisfactory 
to Mikado’s Government and He Will | 
Not Be Appointed to the Post.

The Japanese minister, Aka- 


called at the state department today, 
and, while he did not make any formal pro- 
test, it was evident that the Japanese gov- 
ernment had instructed him to say that it 
would prefer not to have Mr. Barrett as the 
representative from the United States. 

It develops now that the announcement of 
his intended appointment was premature. 
It is customary in all such cases to consult 
the foreign government before an appoint- 
ment is made, and this, unfortunately, was 
omitted in regard to Mr. Barrett. Che Jap- 
anese minister did not, of course, formulate 
any charges, and according to usage he was 
neither expected nor required to. 

There are peculiar relations between Japan 
and Siam. It is said that Mr. Barrett, while 
minister to Siam, trod on the toes of the 
Japanese government in some way, and later 
on, in a lecture or interview in this country, 
made some references to the empire of Japan 
which left a sore spot over there. 

Mr. Barrett's removal from the oriental 
situation may result in the president going 
back to the original program. This Invdived 
the transfer of Minister Conger from China 
to Japan. There would then be an opportu- 
nity to send to Pekin William Woodvihle 
Rockhill, now chief of the bureau. oF Amer-.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—Steamship subsidies, 
except in rare cases, are opposed on principle 
by the select committee of the house of com- 
mons, which reported today. Little good is 
seen In the idea of bounties unless they are 
used to develop coastwise and colonial trade. 

The committee finds that British. ship- 
owners have not suffered much from the fos- 
tering effects of subsidies paid by foréign 
governments; that subsidies are merely 
minor factors, and that commercia: skin and 
industry were the major factors in the recent 
development of the shipping and trade of cer- 
tain foreign countries, notably Germany. 


Would Aid Shipping Rings. 

It is also found by the committee that sub- 
sidies restrict free competition and facili- 
tate the establishment of federations and 
shipping rings and that therefore a general 
system of subsidies, except for services ren- 
dered and without government control of the 
maximum rates on freights, ts costly and in- 
expedient.

The committee discussed at some length 
the effect on British trade of thé transfer of 
merchant vessels to foreign ownership and 
enumerates the British lines sold to Ameri- 
cans, including the Morgarm syndicate, and 
to Germans. Dealing with the Morgan trans- 
fer the report says: 
“It is quite certain that the transfer of 
British ships to foreign flags, whether own- 
ing foreign subsidies or otherwise, may cause 
serious results, such as developing new trade 
in which British shipowners, without gov- 
ernment backing, cannot engage, and the 
substitution of foreign officers and crews for 
British.“

President's Commission Hears 


Story of Eviction, Death, 
and Long Privation, ._ 


‘CRIPPLED MAN TESTIFIES 


Woman Gives Narrative of How 
She Worked Thirteen Years 
to Pay Back Rent. 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 9.—[Special. ]—Tales of 
eviction from houses owned by G. B. Markie 
& o., the narration of the death of a wife as a 
result of an enforced removal from her home, 
and the story of a mother ‘whose husband 
was killed in the Markle mines, of how she 
and her two boys struggled years to pay the 
Markles the back rent and coal bill she owed 
them, were the principal features of today's 
sessions of the coal strike commission 

The testimony as presented by some of the 
witnesses whose lives are given up to the 
coal mining industry was at times pathetic 
and surprising to the commissioners, ‘who 
listened to it with undivided attention. 

The miners this afternoon concluded the 
calling of witnesses against the Markle com- 
pany, which concern and other conditions 
surrounding it have been prominently before 
the commissioners since last Saturday. 

One of the miners’ lawyers said: The in- 
dependent operators said the whole matter 
should go before the commission so that the 
country at large would know who is right. 
The vindication is on.“ 

After closing the Markle case the repre- 
pentatives of the miners called witnesses 
who had formerly been employed in the mines 
of several companies to show that a black- 
list exists and that some of the companies 
had broken the agreement which ended the 
strike and resulted in the appointment of the 
arbitration commission. The Lehigh Valley 
company and the Hazleton region will be the 
subject tomorrow. 


Tells of Eviction and Death. 


Henry Coll, a Markle mmer, told how his 
family, including his mother-in- law, who 
was 100 years old, were set out on the road 
with their household goods. He said one of 
his legs was no better than a wooden one; 
he had only one eye, his hands had been 
crushed, ribs broken, and skull fractured. 
The company gave him nothing until after 
the employés took up a collection for him, 
then he was given $50, after being on the 
injuréd list for two years. The cémpany 
took out of the collection the rent he owed. 

He was one of the thirteen evicted by the 
Markle company. The only rent he owed 
was for the months during the strike. 

The wife was sick and her 100 year old 
mother was blind and unable to walk. The 
day on which they were thrown out was 
rainy. He took them the best he could to 
Hasle ton, seven miles away, and placed them 
in a cold, damp, empty house. 
last month, when the atmosphere on the 
Hazleton mountain was quite cold. His wife 
became worse. Medical aid was kindly fur- 


nished free by a Hazleton doctor, but it did 


not help her much. 5

The husband was killed un- 
derground, leaving her with four children, 
the oldest of which was a boy of 8 years.

MAYAGUBZ, Porto Rico, Dec. 9.—Rear 
Admiral Sumner, commanding the squadron 
of the enemy, has won a notable victory: 
A hostile fleet is now sheltered in Maya- 
guez harbor, behind strong mines, and the 
United States squadron has been defeated 
in the first of the war games in the Carib- 
bean sea. 
Suriner captured Mayagues without re- 
Sistance at 6:24 this morning and immediate- 
ly mined the harbor. The Nashville and 
the Bagle subsequently entered the chan- 
nel and reported that the Atlanta and the 
San Frantisco had last been seen off Ponce 
and that perhaps they had been overtaken. 
The San Francisco and the Atlanta arrived 
here this afternoon, thus completing Ad- 
miral Sumner’s squadron and making his vio- 
tory greater even than it was this morning. 
Tonight Admiral Sumner officially notified 
the Squadron that the problem had com @ to 
an end. 
Bleven vessels of the blue squadron were 
sighted, but they did not approach the port. 


Victory Due to Clever Plan. 


The victory was due to the careful exect- 
tion of Sumner’s plans. At Trinidad he 
rected the white squadron to proceed to «6. 
point within & circle with a radius of 790 
miles, the center of which was latitude 15 
and longitude 45. 

Under the rules the white squadron would 
win if it entered the port selected and worked 
for one hour laying mines before the arrival 
of a blue squadron 50 per cent superior, or if 
it entered its harbor and completed the Work

The latter saw the Leyden’s signal, 
and as the Leyden was putting to sea the 
Barney intercepted it, after which the Bar- 
ney took the message to Admiral Higginson, 
The blue fleet then sailed for Ponce and 
‘probably will go to Mayaguez.

Mother of Victim Weeps When 


She Is Telling of. Daughter's

(BY A STAFF 
Aledo, III., Dec. 9.—[ Special. Are the last 
words of Miss Allie Dool, spoken while in the 
throes of death, to be considered by the jury 
as a dying statement? This was the question 
which came before Judge Ramsay this after- 
noon during the trial of Miss Tona Dunlap 


on the charge of murder.

to Miss Dool with criminal intent. If the 
court decides in the negative the jury will not 
be permitted to hear the testimony of at least 
four of the principal witnesses for the prose- 
cution, who were present when Miss Dool 


was writhing in the convulsions progiuced by | 
strychnine poisoning. 
During the absence of the jury this after- 


noon three of the witnesses took their turns 
on the stand and swore they heard the dying 
girlsay: “ The candy Tona Dunlap gave me 
was so bitter. Why did she give it to me!“ 
It is the contention of the defense that Miss 


| Dool did not know she was about to die when 


she spoke these words, and that the state has 
no right to ask the jury to consider them in 
that light. 


State Expects to Gain Point. 


The state is confident that the court will 
not rule for the defense. Its confidence’ is 
rested on testimony of Dr. A. G. Reynolds, 
the physician who was called to treat Miss 
Dool a few minutes after she was seized with 
the first symptoms of poisoning in B. F. 
Felix’s store. The most significant. part of 
Dr. Reynolds’ testimony this afternoon was 
that part relating to Miss Dool's language 
when he arrived at the store. | 

“I supposed it was nothing more than a 
case of hysteria,’’ said Dr. Reynolds, but 
Miss Dool kept repeating that she was going 
to die. She said. Doctor, I can't stand this. 
Can't you do something for me? I know I 

going to die.“ 

Interest in the trial of Miss Dunlap has 


reached the feverish pitch here and in the 


surrounding towns. When court convened 
this morning the room was crowded to the 
doors, and hundreds had to remain outside 
because the judge will not permit any per- 
son to stand while the trial is under way. 


Women Encourage Prisoner. 


When adjournment came Miss Dunlap was 
surrounded with women, who struggled for 


: the privilege of taking her by the hand and 


speaking words of encouragement For the 


first time since she began to sit in the court- 


room Miss Dunlap’s pale face lit up with 
smiles. 

Mrs. John C. Dool, mother of the young 
woman whom Miss Dunlap is accused of 
murdering for the sake of a $5 a week posi- 
tion in a dry goods store, was the first wit- 
ness on the stand this morning. Nearly 60 
years old, white hatred, and feeble with the 
infirmities of her years, Mrs. Dool went upon 
the witness stand with a look of determina- 
tion upon her pale face that was almost vin- 
dioctive. 

Mrs. Dool was asked to narrate the conver- 
sation that took place between herself, Mrs, 
Dunlap, Tona, and Mr. Dool during a call by 
the Dunlaps after Allie’s death. She said: 
Mrs. Dunlap said to my husband: You 
don't blame Tona for Allie’s death, do, 
Mr. Dool?’ and he replied that it was a pretty 
hard question for him to answer, and I said 
if it was an accident it was strange that Allie 
— much of the poison and the others 80 
litt 

“ Tona ashe if we had heard the rumor 
that she wanted Allie’s place in the store. 
She said there was no truth in the story, that 
she did not want her place, as she had an- 
other one promised at Cabeen's store.“ 

Attorney Scott brought out the facts con- 
cerning a love affair between Miss Dool and 
Frank Owens by the aid of Mrs. Dool, and 
showed that their engagement had been 
broken more than a year on account of 
Owens’ habits, and that Miss Dool was the 
one who broke the engagement. 


Story of Romance Related. 


Mrs. Dool's cross examination by Attorney 
Connell disclosed a romance in the life ot 
Allie Dool which may strengthen the de- 
tense in its effort to awaken a belief thai 
the young woman might have taken her 
own life. Mrs. Dool admitted that her 
daughter and Frank Owens were engaged 
to be married for six or seven years before 
the compact was broken. They had cor- 
responded after the breaking of the en- 
gagement. 

John C. Dool followed his wife on the wit- 
ness stand and corroborated sad testimony 
in every essential detail.

President Attends Dinner in 
Honor of the Supreme 
Court Justice. 


\ 
Country Held to Owe Special 
Debt to Those Near South 
Who Fought for Union. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt joined tonight in the 


‘tribute paid by the bar of the Supreme court 
‘to Justice John Marshall Harlan, the occa- 
sion being the formal recognition of the jus- 
tice'’s completion of twenty-five years’ serv- 
ice on the bench. 

At the New Willard hotel, where the dinner 
was given, were gathered many distinguished | 
men of the nation. 

President Roosevelt was the chief speaker, 
and in recounting the services of Justice 
‘Harlan, a Kentuckian, he paid a tribute to 
‘other men of the states just between the 
north and south, who in the days of the civil 

war fought for the preservation of the union. 
though by inclination and association tempt- 
ed to support the other side. 


Preise for the Men in Gray. 


The men who wore the gray were praised 

the president for their bravery and gal- 
lantry, and he said none recognized their 
‘qualities better than their former opponents. 
President Roosevelt said: 

Mr. rman and Gentlemen: It is a 
peculiar privilege to be here tonight as one 
of those gathered to do homage to a career 
‘which has honored America. It is difficult 
to say certain of the truths which most need 
be said without being guilty of truisms in 
‘saying them. It is not an idle boast of this 
dountry when we speak of the court upon 
which Mr. Justice Harlan sits as the most 


Say that—it is the verdict of other nations 
as well. 

Mr. Justice Harlan has served for a quar- 
ter of a century on that court. During that 
time he has exercised an influence over the 
judicial statesmanship of the court of a 
kind such as is possible only under our own 
ferm of government. For the judges of the 
supreme court of the land must be not only 
great jurists but they must be great con- 
structive statesmen, and the truth of what 
I say is illustrated by every study of Amer- 
fean statesmanship, for in not one serious 
study of American political life will it be 
possible to omit the immense part played by 
the Supreme court in the creation, not merely 
the modification, of the great policies es 
and by means of which the country has 
moved on to her present position. 

Thrice fortunate is the court when it has 
vas one of its memb aman who has played 
a great part R 
plete life. 


Real Test of Patriotism. 


“Mr. Justice Harlan came from Kentucky, 
a state in which the patriotism of the people 
was put to so peculiarly a severe test in the 
civil war. In the states of the farther north 
it was easy for the man to make up his 
mind on which side he would unsheathe his 
sword. In the states of the farther south it 
was equally easy. In Kentucky the ‘task 
_ was a difficult one. 

“TI remember, Mr. Justice, being told dy an 
American. who was a stanch friend of yours 


d one of the greatest lawyers and most 
patriotic citizens this country had—John 
Brown 


—that he dame back from 
trip from the west as a young man of 21 
ust at the time of the outbfeak of the civil 
war, just after Sumter had been fired upon, 
‘and his mother brought down to him the 
sword that his father had carried in the 
Mexican war and said to him: ‘My son, 
this is the sword your father carried. I 
hope you will draw it on the side that de- 
fends the flag for which your father fought, 
but for one side or the other draw it you 
must! 
In any audience in any state of the union, 
take it as far north as you wish, I can appeal 
‘with confidence to the people I address when 


1 say that next to the homage we pay to 


the men who proved the truth of their en- 
deavor as they battled in the blue uniform 
is the homage we pay to the men who, with 
equal sincerity, with equal devotion to the 
right as it was given them to see the right, 
wore the gray. And none pay that tribute 
of regard so frankly as those who themselves 
wore the blue in battle. 


Those to Whom Debt Is Due. 


“And, having said that, Iam sure that none 
of my friends who fought in the confederate 
Service will misunderstand me, or will grudge 


- what Iam about to say, when I say that the 


greatest debt owed by this country to any 


get of men is owed by it to those men of the 


so-called border states, the men who in states- 
manship followed Clay and the Crittendens 
and the Blairs, the men who as soldiers fought 
on the same side with Thomas and with 
Farragut, the men who were for the union 
without regard to whether their immediate 
associates were for it or not. 

“In New York, in Massachusetts, in IIIi- 
nols, in Iowa, the men who stood for an 
union went with the stream. In parts of 
Kentucky, of Virginia, of Missouri, they | 
stemmed the torrent. 

“And, gentlemen, I am half a southerner 
myself. Two of my uncles fought in the con- 
federate army. One of them served under 
the father-in-law of vice Governor Luke 
Wright of the Philippine islands. And sol 
think I have the right to say that, knowing 
the southern people as I do, I would heartily 
advocate fighting twice as hard as you fought | 
‘from 61 to '65 for the privilege of staying 
‘in ‘the same union with them. 


‘Embodies Best of Qualities. . 

“The man to be a great statesman on the 
ch of the Supreme court must have many 
Qualities, and fortunate are we that this 
evening we can. point to Justice Harlan as 
embodying them. A good citizen must be a 
good citizan in peace and in war. He must 
peeve the decent and orderly virtues, and he 
must ha the essential manliness for the 

‘lack of which no good intention can atone. 


ae “It will be a bad thing for the nation if 


wer we grow as a nation to submit to the 
Suppression of efficiency and morality, if we 


ever grow to accept the belief that we are to 
have two camps, in one of which will be 


Frouped the men who mean well but who do 


not do things, and in the other the men who 
do things but who do not mean well. 

“The art of successful self-government fs 
not an easy art for people or for individuals. 
It comes to our people here as the inheritance 
or ages of effort. It can be thrown away; it 
can be unlearned easily, and it will surely 
be unlearned if we forget the vital need not 


merely of preaching but of practicing both 


sets of virtues—if we forget the vital need of 
having the average citizen not only a good 
man but a man. 


Ventured All for Country. 

“Tt is a fine thing to have on the Supreme 
court a man who dared venture all for the 
Sreat prize of death in battle when the coun- 
try called for him and then thé man who 
after the war was closed did not content him- 
Self with living an ignoble life on the plea 
that he had done so well it was not necessary 
to do more, but who continued to do his duty 
@s a citizen al’ the better because he had 
Gone it as a soldier: the man who remem- 
dered that duty done, to be of practical use, 
Must serve not as an excuse for not doing 
further duty, but as an incentive, as a spur, 
to make him feel ashamed that his present or 
his future should fall short of his past.

Improbable That Bill 
Will Come Up.

Even Trust Is No Longer Satisfied

“There has been much said about the 


I Buropean nations paying subsidies to a large 


number of their freight carrying vessels. 
There is no foundation for these statements. 


| I have examined carefully the statistics and 


find not more than 8 per cent of the ships 


which carry the freight are subsidized. It is 


true, however, that the mail steamships are 
subsidized by nearly all the European gov- 
ernments. - 

The payment of a subsidy would stimu- 
late shipbuilding in this country for a short 
time. Some limit naturally would be put 


upon the time during which subsidies would 


be paid. In order to secure the funds pro- 
vided for subsidies for a time there would be 
great activity in our shipyards, but after that 
period expired the shipbuilding trade would 
resume its normal condition. 

at 

“T am in favor of a abip subsidy as a gen: 
eral proposition,“ said Representative Smith 
of Illinois, but as yet I have not figured 
out the details of a measure which would 
build up. the American marine. 

“ We should lose no time in enacting legis- 
lation which will stimulate the construction 
of vessels in the shipyards of this country, 
as well as to enlarge the fleet of American 
vessels carrying American products. Near- 
ly all European nations pay subsidies to their 
‘steamship lines and we must do the same 
thing with ours if we hope to hold our own 
in the flerce competition for ocean freight 
trade that is now going on. 

“We can build ships in this country as 
cheaply as they can be constructed anywhere 
in the world. But the cost of operation of 
American ships is high. This is due to two 
causes, one the high rate of wages paid the 
American seaman and the other the amount 
of room which is required by law for the 
accommodation of the seamen. 

We have enacted a law which increases 
the cost of operation, and to offset this we 
should pay a bonus to the steamship own- 
ers. I would be glad if this congress would 
act in this matter, but — en 
are not bright.”

Greuze was born at Tournus, France, in 1725 


and died in Paris in 1805, a year after the 
Corsican was elected emperor of the French.
